Hyndman 
addresses 
teachers 


The Honorable Mr. Lou 
Hyndman, minister of edu- 
cation, spoke to about 400 
educators from St, Albert 
and surrounding area at a 
noon luncheon on Friday, 
November 12 at the Bon- 
aventure Hotel, The lunch- 
eon was part of the one- 
day teachers’ Institute, 

Mr. Hyndman, speaking 
informally and off the cuff, 
talked about six key issues 
in education before opening 
a 10 minute question answer 
session, 

“The government is look- 
ing in new directions and 
new areas,’’ the minister 
said, He then assured the 
audience that there will be 
‘“‘no change just for thesake 
of change;'' that the next 
30 years, may bring about 
some surprising changes he 
added, 

The following are theiss- 
ues or areas being looked 
at by the government at the 
present time, 

*Grade X11 Departmental 
Examinations *Curriculum 
*School Buildings *Local 
involvement by teachers, 
boards, parents and com- 
munity ‘*Modified School 
Year “Teacher Education 
Program 

Mr. Hyndman mentioned 
some alternatives being stu- 
died in each of these areas 
but cautioned not to expect 
too much before January 1, 
1973 which marks the endof 
the previous governments 
three year education pro-

Town has no 


Councillor Lukay seized 
his opportunity under new 
business Monday night to 
request a report onthe sew- 
er study from staff, The 
report is to include the date 
when council may expect 
the final report of Stanley 
Associates; what this report 
has cost to date and what 
are possible additional costs 
of the completed report. 

Lukay has persistently 
taken the position that the 
Stanley report is taking too 
long to complete, and that in 
the meantime no action 
should be taken by council 
on the proposed trunk line 
and lagoon leading into the 
North Saskatchewan, He has 
stated his opinion on more 
than one occasion in coun- 
cil, that until the final report 
is in, and financing a new 
sewer project is satisfac- 
torily arranged, further 
development in St, Albert 
should be halted, 

“If we are going to bore 
row four million dollars to 
build a trunk sewer, we are 
sticking our necks away out’’ 
said Mr, Lukay in an inter- 
view Tuesday, ‘‘And pri- 
marily we are sticking them 
out for two major develop- 
ers. BACM and Allarco walk 
away with a fat profit on 
the lands annexed, and yet 
it is because of these large 
developments that the sewer 
project is necessary,"' 

Mr, Lukay feels the devel- 
opers should be assessed 
higher off-site costs - and 
that these should have been 
raised before now, “It Is 
about a year since I raised 
the matter of reviewing 
these costs, and asked the 
town engineer for basic 
Statistics which we could 
project to ensure that devel- 
opment would be paying its 
way. ‘‘This has not been 
done, although I believe 
council now realizes we are 
undercharging, I say lets 
Start now to raise these 
offsite costs,’’ said Mr,

A proposal contained In 
the first stage of the Stan- 
ley report which has not 
been given sufficient con- 
Sideration by council, acc- 
ording to Mr. Lukay, ts 
increasing the dikes and 
aerating the existing lagoons 
At a cost of approximately 
$700,000 such a project 
would serve a_ population 
up to 20,000 in accordance 
with Department of Environ- 
ment regulations, ‘While 
this would be a lost cause 
after we go over that pop- 
ulation, {t still could be the 
best answer in the present 
situation,’’ he said, 

When Mr, Stanley met with 
council to go over stage one 
of the report, i asked him 
how long after we construct 
this trunk line will it be 
before the Department of 
Environment decides that 
pollution of the North Sask- 
atchewan must be curbed 
and the line could not be 
used without further expen- 
ditures for complex sewage 
facilities which may perhaps 
have been built in St, Al- 
bert in the first place, He 
could not say, and suggested 
I ask the Department of 
Environment, Mr, Lukay 
felt that this is one of the 
factors which should have 
been investigated by Stanley 
Associates as part of the 
sewer study, 


‘My great concern’’ said 
Coun, Lukay is that present 
taxpayers could face an in- 
crease in the mill rate of 
5 = 9 mills, which could kill 
development, and start 
people screaming for amale- 
gamation with the city,’’ 
This is the reason Mr, Lue 
kay has tried to persuade 
council to rescind a reso- 
lution under which an agree- 
ment is ready for signature 
to start design work on the 
proposed trunk sewer by 
Stanley Associates, 

Even with the University 
involved in cost sharing of 
the project I was not per- 
suaded the town could afford 
this project, and right now 
as I see it we have nosollu- 
tion to the problem at all’’ 
concluded Councillor Lukay, 
while admitting he does not 
have the support of his fell- 
ow councillors in_ this 
opinion,

To the end of August this 


year, hog slaughter in- 
creased by 24 per cent over 
the same period in 1970, 

These figures are includ- 
ed in the annual situation 
report issued in conjunction 
with the Canadian Agri- 
cultural Outlook Conference 

Inspected beef cattle 
slaughter to the end of Aug- 
ust increased four per cent 
over the corresponding per- 
fod of 1970, The largest 
slaughter increase occurred 
in western Canada, due 
mainly to a 12 per cent 
Slaughter increase in Alb- 
erta, 

Canadian milk production 
continued its downward 


trend, with milk production 
in the first eight months of 
1971 totalling 12.1 billion 


pounds, 4.1 per cent below 
the level in the same period 
of 1970, Milk cow numbers 
at June 1 were down two 
per cent from June 1, 1970, 

Sheep and lambs market-
